Baccalaureate  degrees  in  Social  Work  are  offered  by  only 
a nandful  of  U.S.  colleges;  Avila  alone  in  this  area  offers 
that  degree.  The  B.A.  in  Montessori  education  as  taught 
by  Maria  Montessori  (AMI)  is  offered  at  Avila  — the  only 
such  degree  in  the  United  States. 

The  theatre  program  of  professional  training  for  aspiring 
actors,  directors  and  stagecraftsmen  is  supplemented  by 
the  dance-as-drama  program  to  provide  a unique  high- 
level  professional  education  for  students  of  the  perform- 
ing arts.  The  success  of  the  1971  repertory  season  and 
the  new  (groundbreaking  spring  1972)  Goppert  theatre 
combine  with  the  talent  and  imagination  of  the  Avila 
drama  faculty  to  promise  a bright  future  for  Avila  as  a 
drama  school.  The  reputation  of  unrivalled  excellence 
enjoyed  by  the  Nursing  and  Special  Education  departments 
obtain,  spiriting  Avila  into  1972  with  great  optimism. 

These  are  some  of  Avila's  unique  programs.  We  feel  that 
all  of  Avila's  25  degree  programs  are  strong  and  that 
the  liberal  arts  education  our  students  gain  here  is  an 
unquestionably  solid  one. 


In  addition  to  the  innovative  Interim  (some  here  some 
abroad)  and  evening  division  course  offerings,  there  are 
workshops  and  short  courses  offered  throughout  the  year, 
for  credit  and  for  exceptional  learning  experiences. 


Avila's  programs  and  faculty  are  vital.  Equally  important 
to  the  life  of  the  college  is  the  involvement  of  the  com- 
munity it  serves.

NEW  SCHOLARSHIP  AID  PROGRAM 

Alfred  J.  Blasco,  chairman 
of  the  Avila  Board  of 
Trustees,  announced  late 
last  month  the  inception 
of  what  is  expected  to  be 
a major  program  in  the 
further  development  of 
scholarship  aid  for  Avila 
students. 

"With  enrollment  up  in  6 
years  from  325  to  756  stu- 
dents, and  with  the  num- 
ber of  unique  programs  at 
Avila  increasing,  the  time 
has  come,"  Mr.  Blasco 
said,  "to  establish  a 
source  of  financial  aid  for  the  great  number  of  students 
who  hope  to  benefit  from  Avila's  fine  programs.  Financial 
assistance  is  important  not  only  to  the  student  and  his 
family  but  to  Kansas  City  in  which  many  of  Avila's  pro- 
grams are  unduplicated." 

The  President's  Scholarship  Club,  established  and  named 
in  honor  of  Sister  Olive  Louise,  testifies  to  the  outstand- 
ing job  she  has  done  of  bringing  Avila  into  the  1970's  — 
a vital  educational  institution  attuned  to  the  needs  of  and 
responsive  to  the  demands  of  the  era. 

Membership  dues  are  being  received  now  from  charter 
members;  anyone  joining  before  June  30,  1972  will  be  a 
charter  member  of  the  President's  Scholarship  Club.  (This 
club  is  in  no  way  intended  to  replace  the  Scholarship 
Sponsors  organization.)

ANGUS  McCALLUM  MEMORIAL 

Angus  McCallum,  Avila's 
architect  and  friend,  died 
November  30.  His  con- 
viction that  man  continues 
indefinitely  to  mature  and 
to  learn,  is  reflected  in 
the  buildings  on  the  Avila 
campus.  Their  simpl icity 
and  strength  testify  to  the 
basic  beliefs  of  a firm 
faith.  Their  placement  on 
this  hill  allow  physically 
and  philosophically  for 
vision  and  growth:  for 

seeing  and  making  good 
use  of  the  broad  natural  possibilities  of  this  world. 

Because  his  philosophy  and  that  of  the  college  as  an 
academic  institution  are  so  nearly  one,  Mr.  McCallum's 
associates  will  oversee  the  completion  of  the  buildings 
on  this  campus,  assuring  the  integrity  of  their  design  and 
of  his  intent.  A memorial  fund  in  his  name,  established 
by  his  family,  has  brought  many  donations  toward  that  end. 

It  is  Avila's  good  fortune  to  have  had  his  friendship  and 
his  talent  in  the  service  of  the  college.
